At  St.  Joseph’s  College  steps 
are  being  taken  to  revise  and 
hopefully  improve  the  present 
judicial  system  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  College  campus.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  met  Satur¬ 
day,  October  26,  to  approve  a 
resolution  that  would  make 
these  corrective  changes  in  the 
current  policy. 

The  attention  given  to  the  pro¬ 
blems  in  the  judicial  system  ap¬ 
parently  stems  from  complaints 
made  by  both  faculty  and 
students  that  “justice  wasn't 
served”.  Corrective  measures 
being  taken  deal  mainly  with 
eliminating  loopholes  in  the 
policy  itself  as  well  as  increasing 
consistency  in  decisions  made 
by  the  judicial  board.  The  overall 
purpose  of  the  revision, 
however,  is  to  make  the  system 
more  understandable  for  the 
students. 

The  resolution  must  be 
reviewed  by  various  committees 
before  it  can  be  passed. 
However,  approval  is  hopeful 
and  apparently  expected.  If  the 
new  policy  is  passed,  it  will  go 


into  effect  in  January  of  1986. 

At  St.  Joseph’s  College  on 
Saturday,  October  26,  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Association  sponsored  a 
Halloween  dance  from  9:00  pm 
to  midnight  in  the  fieldhouse.

S-T-U-F-F  Gets

Stuff,  the  college  newspaper, 
has  decided  to  use  computers  in 
the  production  of  its  tabloid. 
The  decision  to  change  over  to 
the  new  system  was  made  by 
Co-Editors  Katherine  Conlon 
and  Robert  Kinsella  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  their  faculty  advisors. 

There  are  several  reasons  why 
this  was  done.  First  among  them 
was  cost.  Under  this  new 
system,  it  is  about  one  third  less 
expensive  to  produce  the  paper 
than  it  was  under  the  old 
system.  Secondly,  it  allows  the 
staff  to  do  more  of  their  own 
layout  in  the  paper.  Whereas 
before  the  staff  did  a  preliminary 
layout  and  the  printer  did  the 
final  layout,  now  the  staff  does 
their  own  final  layout. 

Another  added  benefit  of  the 
system  is  that  it  allows  the  staff 
to  process  the  paper  more  effi¬ 
ciently.  First  copies  of  stories  no 
longer  have  to  be  sent  from  the 


staff  to  the  type-setter  in 
typewritten  form.  This  helps  to 
cut  down  on  the  number  of 
mistakes.  Secondly,  a  number 
of  programs  have  or  will  be  add¬ 
ed  that  help  correct  spelling  er 
rors,  redundancies  and  cliches, 
and  in  general  improve  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  the  writing. 

Timeliness  is  still  another  im¬ 
portant  plus  regarding  the  new 
system.  Before,  putting  the 
paper  together  could  take  from 
six  to  ten  days.  Now,  a  paper 
can  be  put  together  in  about  four 
days,  and  provided  that  the 
material  was  available,  it  could 
be  done  in  as  little  as  six  hours. 

Formerly,  the  printing  of  the 
newspaper  was  done  at 
Cambell’s  Printing.  While  the 
saff  was  happy  with  Campell’s, 
they  were  not  able  to  provide  the 
computer  hookup  that  the 
Rensselaer  Republican  did.  Mrs. 
Diane  Jennings  and  Mr.  Michael 
Davis,  advisors  for  Stuff,  are 


p.m%  in  the  ballroom.  APO  is 
now  nationally  recognized  as  a 
charter.  St.  Joseph’s  is  now  of¬ 
ficially  named  the  Alpha  Beta 
Iota  chapter. 

APO  works  with  the 
Rensselaer  Boy  Scouts.  The 
club  worked  with  them  on  their 
Skills  Night.

responsible  for  making  this 
switch  possible.  Mr.  Brian 
Capouch,  the  computer  consul¬ 
tant,  along  with  Jeanette 
Klodzen  and  Bruce  Mathews, 
was  responsible  for  helping 
make  the  computer  hookup  to 
the  Republican  possible. 

Mr.  Capouch  explained  that 
the  system  works  in  this  way.  A 
reporter  first  logs  in  and  uses  the 
word  processor  to  print  up  his 
story.  When  he  has  done  this, 
the  editors  are  then  able  to  look 
at  the  story  at  a  different  time  to 
proofread  it  and  modify  it.  The 
editor  then  adds  certain  com¬ 
mands  to  the  story  that  send  it 
to  the  Republican.  This  is  done 
with  a  modem,  modulator- 
deodulator.  This  device  works 
by  changing  the  commands  into 
sounds.  These  sounds  are  then 
transferred  to  the  Republican 
where  they  are  turned  back  into 
commands  by  means  of  a 
similar  device.  Through  a  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Republican’s  com¬ 
puters,  the  stories  are  typeset. 
The  next  morning  the  stories  are 
returned  to  the  editors  in  column 
form.  They  then  lay  out  the 
stories  on  five  column  grid 
sheets,  which  are  returned  to  the 
Republican.  From  there  they  are 
photographed  and  printed.  The 
two  people  who  are  involved 
with  Stuff  at  the  Republican  are 
Mary  Lee  and  Morris  Barlow.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  until 
the  stories  are  printed  out,  they 
never  appear  in  any  kind  of 
touchable  form. 

In  all,  probably  the  most  im¬ 
portant  factor  in  all  of  this  is  not 
the  time  nor  money  saved,  or 
the  increase  in  efficiency,  but  the 
fact  that  Stuff  is  one  of  the  very 
few,  if  not  the  only  college 
newspaper  to  be  done  this  way. 
Co-Editor  Katherine  Conlon 
commented, “The  staff  is  gaining 
a  lot  of  experience  by  using  the 
computer.  If  we  continue  to  have 
such  success  with  the  com¬ 
puters  we  may  be  able  to  in¬ 
crease  the  size  of  the  paper 
without  increasing  our  workload 
too  much.”

That  is  why  editing  is  so  important.  It  is  my  responsibility 
to  see  that  what  is  printed  in  Stuff  is  newsworthy,  in  good 
taste,  and  legally  safe. 

What  we,  the  editors,  do  is  edit  what  is  written.  We  do 
not  edit  letters  to  the  editor  without  the  approval  of  the 
author.  We  try  not  to  edit  them  at  all,  but  sometimes  we 
have  to. 

We  do  edit  individual  stories.  Mostly  we  edit  gram¬ 
matical  errors.  However,  sometimes  we  have  to  edit  out 
editorial  comments  written  in  news  stories.  News  stories 
are  supposed  to  present  facts,  NOT  opinions.  Therefore, 
they  must  be  edited. 

The  student  editorials  are  written  by  staff  members.  So 
far  I  have  written  them  all  myself,  so  they  are  not  cen¬ 
sored.  I  discuss  my  topic  with  my  co-editor.  Bob  Kinsella. 
and  then  decide  if  it  is  worthy  of  an  editorial. 

This  is  where  news  judgment  enters  the  picture.  As  the 
senior  co-editor,  I  decide  what  is  newsworthy  and  what  is 
not.  That  determines  whether  the  story  is  printed  or  not. 
There  has  to  be  a  line  drawn  to  separate  news  from  junk. 

Take  for  example  these  two  stories.  The  first  deals  with 
students  who  get  into  trouble  on  campus  and  have  been 
advised  to  see  a  psychiatrist.  The  second  deals  with  enroll¬ 
ment  and  how  it  effects  the  college.  The  first  story  may  be 
more  interesting,  but  it  is  also  more  complicated  because 
Stuff  would  have  to  be  careful  not  to  slander  the  students 
involved,  not  to  mention  getting  all  of  the  facts  correct. 

The  second  story  may  not  be  so  interesting  but  it  affects 
more  people  on  campus.  Therefore,  using  my  news  judg¬ 
ment,  1  would  not  print  the  first  story.  I  would  use  the  se¬ 
cond  story  on  the  front  page.  If  that  is  what  you  students 
consider  censorship,  then  1  am  guilty  of  censoring  the 
newspaper.

Almost  Noble  Sentiments

In  the  October  9  issue  of  the 
Chronicle  of  Higher  Education 
there  appeared  an  article  that  I 
think  should  be  of  interest  to  all 
members  of  the  St.  Joseph’s 
College  Community.  The  article 
was  entitled  “Proposals  by 
Vatican  Seen  as  a  Threat  to 
Status  of  Catholic  Colleges  in 
U.S.”  It  discusses  “a  draft  of  a 
set  of  proposed  rules  that,  if 
adopted,  would  give  church  of¬ 
ficials  control  over  the  world's 
Roman  Catholic  Colleges  and 
Universities.”  These  ncrw- 
independent  institutions"  in 
America  would  become  part  and 
parcel  of  Church  hierarchy.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  proposals,  if  the 
bishop  over  an  institution  of 
higher  education  deems  that  in¬ 
stitution’s  doctrinal  dedications 
inappropriate  or  offensive  to 


traditional  Catholic  belief,  then 
the  bishop  has  a  right  to  declare 
that  institution  no  longer 
Catholic. 

This  notion  seems,  to  me, 
quite  absurd.  The  good  changes 
that  came  about  as  a  result  of 
Vatican.  II  (though  I  believe  that 
there  were  few  GOOD  changes) 
would  never  have  come  about 
had  it  not  been  for  a  free- 
thinking,  free-expression  at¬ 
mosphere  at  Catholic  Colleges 
and  Universities. 

Since  the  very  essence  of 
education  is  the  ability  to  think 
critically,  an  institution  Such  as 
St.  Joseph’s  must  be  able  to  give 
their  students  and  faculty  the 
right  to  question  ideas  and 
beliefs.  If  we  accept  the  conclu¬ 
sions  of  the  past  as  undeniable 
truths,  no  progress  can  be  made 
in  the  present  If  men  like  Galileo 


had  continued  to  be  persecuted 
for  their  ideas  and  beliefs  by  the 
Church  (as  he  was)  we  would 
still  be  in  the  dark  ages. 

I  realize  that  the  Vatican  is 
making  this  move  in  an  attempt 
to  keep  Catholic  belief  more 
uniform  and  I  know  that  Pope 
John  Paul  II  is  in  no  way  trying 
to  drive  the  Church  or  society 
back  to  the  dark  ages.  However, 
I  think  this  draft  poses  some 
serious  problems.  It  is  not  a 
good  trend.  If  bishops  take  this 
new  organization  too  seriously, 
the  Church  may  find  itself  with 
few  colleges  and  universities. 
These  institutions  will  probably 
choose  free-thought  over 
Church  status  since  the  former 
is  at  the  core  (no  pun  intended) 
of  their  existence.  Furthermore, 
it  is  possible  to  question  and 
challenge  and  still  believe.

Dear  Editors: 

In  this  year  of  “Peace  with 
Justice’’  when  the  newspapers 
are  filled  with  terrorist  hijackings 
and  murders  and  campuses  - 
across  the  country  are  pro¬ 
testing  U.S.  involvement  in 
Nicaragua  and  our  “constructive 
engagement”  policies  toward 
South  Africa,  where  does  St. 
Joe’s  stand  in  its  concern?  Are 
we  here  at  St.  Joe  aware  of  the 
current  state  of  world  affairs  or 
are  we  comfortably  hiding  in  our 
own  little  micro-world  in  the  cor¬ 
nfields  of  Rensselaer? 

Campus  apathy  has  been 
highly  publicized  the  past  two 
years.  But  where  does  it  begin 
and  who  is  to  blame?  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  there  isn’t  any  one 
place  to  point  the  finger.  On  the 
contrary,  apathy  is  spread 
across  the  board  —  from  the 
C.PP.S.  community  to  the  ad¬ 
ministration  down  through  the 
faculty  and  finally  to  the 
students.  Not  only  is  it  reflected 
in  the  lack  of  student,  faculty 
and  administration  support  of 
the  social  gatherings  and  group 
activities  on  campus,  it  is  also 
apparent  in  the  general  SJC  at¬ 
titude  on  campus. 

Already  this  year  (for  the 
seond  year  in  a  row)  the  Student 
Association  has  had  to 
postpone  Student  Senate  elec 
tions  in  an  attempt  to  draw  more 
student  interest.  There  have  also 
been  three  speakers  from  Latin 
America  (one  form  Chile  and 
two  from  Nicaragua)  here  telling 
their  stories  about  the  situation 
in  their  respective  countries. 


Who  was  there?  A  few  teachers, 
priests,  students  and  some  town 
people. 

Last,  week  was  World  Food 
Day.  Who  participated?  To  the 
students’  credit,  536  of  them 
gave  up  their  numbers  while  only 
six  faculty  members  and  five 
priests  ATE  the  meal  in  the 
ballroom.  But  with  the  apparent 
success  of  WFD  ($250  donated 
to  the  Jasper  County  Food  pan¬ 
try  and  all  of  the  left  over  food 
sent  to  a  soup  kitchen  in 
Lafayette),  why  was  it  that  the 
local  food  chains  reeped  the 
most  benefits?  There  have  been 
volleyball  and  football  games,  a 
campus  play,  and  intramurals  to 
participate  in.  Have  you  (the 
students,  faculty,  administra¬ 


tion,  and  C.PP.S.)  attended  or 
participated?  Where  does  the 
solution  lie  to  this  problem?  Like 
all  problems,  solutions  cannot 
be  found  in  any  one  “cure-all” 
plan,  but  I  think  the  apathy  pro¬ 
blem  could  be  ameliorated  with 
encouragement  in  campus  ac¬ 
tivities  from  all  sectors  of  the 
coummunity.  As  I  found  out  in 
organizing  World  Food  Day. 
many  students  and  faculty  are 
willing  to  particpate  only  if  ask¬ 
ed.  In  this  way,  the  same  50 
students.  10  faculty  members 
and  2  priests  are  not  the  only 
ones  doing  all  the  planning  and 
organizing  of  campus  activities. 

"We  all  have  our  own  ideas  and

concerns  that  need  to  be  shared. 
Encouragement  alone,  however, 
will  not  help  nearly  as  much  as 
intergroup  particpation  between 
“us”  and  “them”. 

Ever  since  I  stepped  foot  on 
this  campus,  all  f’ve  heard  about 
are  the  benefits  of  the  much 
hearlded  Core  program.  We’ve 
all  heard  about  it.  If  the  Core 
program  is  supposed  to  be  so 
beneficial,  then  why  is  it  that  we 
have  to  wait  until  after  we 
graduate  to  see  the  effects.  How 
is  it  that  only  Cores  5  and  6  (the 
Science  lab  cores)  are  the  only 
ones  that  can  be  experienced 
outside  the  classroom?  If  Core  is 
one  of  the  best  things  that  SJC 
has  going  for  it,  which  I  think  it 
is,  we  need  to  find  ways  to  in¬ 
tegrate  Core  into  our  everyday, 
social  life.

Core 
material  would  seem  more  rele¬ 
vant  if  it  could  be  seen  in  real 
world,  applicable  situations  out¬ 
side  of  the  classroom. 

A  college  education  then 
should  not  be  restricted  to  the 
classrooms,  nor  should  this  out- 
of-class  education  deal  solely 
with  SJC  and  U.S.  matters.  If 
we  are  to  become  the  future 
decision  makers  of  this  great 
country,  are  we  being  educated 
in  such  a  way  that  we  will  make 
knowledgeable  decisions?  Is  our 
education  teaching  us  the  world¬ 
wide  implications  and  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  such  decisions?  Do 
we  understand  the  growing  com¬ 
plexities  and  interconnectedness 
of  the  outside  world? 

There  is  a  great  opportunity  at 
SJC  with  the  closeness  of 
faculty-student  relationships  to 
create  an  aware  and  involved  at¬ 
mosphere,  both  about  the  en¬ 
vironment  around  us  and  the 
world  abroad.  We  need  to  utilize 
this  repore  along  with  finding 
ways  to  integrate  Core  into  our 
out-of-classroom  lives  to  enrich 
our  education.  We  all  have  our 
own,  unique  concerns,  interests 
and  ideas.  It  is  through  sharing 
and  doing  something  about  our 
interests  that  we  (ALL  of  the 
SJC  community)  can  make  our 
education  complete  and 
beneficial  to  both  us  and  the 
school  itself.
